sates lor all. Great richness is produced 
by tho rnodo ot its onimiiDiitntiom, tho 
interlaced arches, uphold by slender pil- 
lars, being formed of alternate blocks of 
black uud white marble, tho punols di- 
versified with multicolored mosaics. 
Tlis three beautiful doors are of brouzo 
elaborately adorned with Scriptural do- 
sigiis and arabesques, tho largest ono 
executed by tho architectof Pisa's lean- 
ing tower. 


Within the blending of 
different 


stylos is remarkable. It is in form, accord- 
ing to tho founder's wish, a Latin cross. 
Its columns ate borrowed from Roman 
temples, their capitals Greek. Tho By- 
Eautino mosaics, tu whicli Monrealo is 
the richest of all medieval chnrohos, 
wrought upon a gold ground, time has 
mellowed into u delicious purple haze 
of glory. Tho unvo is ample, and the 
nrches slightly pointed. Narrow win- 
dows cast a tempered radiance over tho 
flat, gorgeously embellished roof. Tl 
is a single aislo. Tho cast end cons 
of three apses, tho largest ono tormi 
ing in the high altar.

a month or two. Though there's a duwg 
buried yonder—sco that flat Btouo with 
a railing round it?—tho old lady has 
come on the anniversary of his death 
every year sinco I've been here,and that's 
nigh eight years now, and she seems 
as sorry about him still as if ho'd been 
u Christian like me uud you." 


Another remarkable feature of this 


cemetery is that, besides the names and 
ages of the dogs interred and iu many 
instancies flattering records of their vir- 
tues, some of tho tombstones uro inscrib- 
ed with poetical quotations and, incred- 
ible as it may sound, even, with Biblical 
tests.—London Tit-Bits.
